SUGAR BEET LEAVES, 


ic Them «.« The}- Arc ; C«t 


From tfce Beetm In the Field. 


.-The weight of the green sugar beet 
leaves, .with the. roof-crowns, as-they 
are cut off, makes, about one-fourth, of 
'the weight of the roots themselves. 
So "from a yield of 15 tons of sugar 
beets an acre there will be over three 
tons of : beet leaves, which must be 
utilized to the very best advantage In 
order to keep the profits up.
